PROTECTING MEDIATORS 


RvmniriK throiiKh official Unit«l Nations 


reaction to the assassination of Count Folkc 
Bernadottp is a current of opinion, expressed 
In a demand by Secretary-General Trygve 
Lie. that the United Nations should have 
means to guard the lives of its mediators and 
other working representatives. 


Common sense is on the side of this idea. 


By the nature of their work, mediators and 
nvestigators under the 
United Nations 


usually will be called on to go into areas of 
violence. Where violence has flared to such 
fxtcnt that the International organization 
must intercede, local protection for United 
Nations representatives frequently may be 
lacking, and of dubious value at best. 


The strongest guard for mediators would 


not rule out the possibility of assassination, 
which may be the act of a fanatic who Is 
completely reckless of his own life.. But the 
dangers of the mediator's work could be re- 
duced to a minimum. 


This argument may be added to others in 


favor of some kind of armed force for the 
United Nations. Whether it is called police 
guard or military unit or whatever, such a 
force should be established. 


THE OLD ELM TREE 


Spreading slowly over the range of the 


elm trees, the Dutch film disease year by 
year extends Its threat of destruction to 
thej-e fine trees over a wider area. It is in the 
Idle summer and early fall that the disease 
has its most rapid spread, as the second 
brood of the beetles which carry it are flying 
about. 


When foresters express alarm over the 


spread of a tree disease, it is well to pay heed. 
Tree diseases can become epidemic, like hu- 
man diseases, and may wipe out whole 
ipecies. The blight which destroyed the na- 
tive chestnuts in the East and Midwest early 
in the century is recalled. 


Although the elms have high value as tim- 


ber trees, they are thought of mostly as 
shade trees. Few trees are so treasured for 
their beauty as a stately old elm. It is big 
and staunch and seemingly indestructible. 
But a beetle so small it is lost in the crevices 
of the bark may cause It to wither and die. 


It may be that the forester and the 


entymologist and the chemist can find a way 
to check the disease before it becomes a 
scourge of forest and park. We hope so. 


FOR CZECH FREEDOM 


CmhoslovHklan patriotism and love of 


frtfdom HIT once more coming to the sur- 
face, ns evidenced by a report from Paris of 
an interview with Hubert Ripka, former 
Czech trade minister. 


Ripka. who was closely associated with 


Benes. announced that an organization has 
been formed with the object of freeing his 
country from Russian bonds. London, Paris 
and Washington will have nuclei of this 
group, which will rotate Its council meetings 
among these cities. All of the political par- 
ties which are active in the homeland will be 
represented. 


In this there is a repetition of the Czech 


situation at the outsef of the war, the only 
difference being the nationality of the con- 
queror. The estimated 10,000 Czech refugees 
who are to be rallied by this organization 
doubtless have with them the hopes and 
prayers of many fellow-nationals who are 
at present voiceless and in bondage. 


Come to think of It, there are too many 


non-stop speakers in this country. 


GERMANS "LOOKf ON 


An American teacher, Miss Marion Petra- 


kis of Chicago, who has taught In the Ameri- 
can high school in Frankfurt, Germany, for 
the past two years, claims that students in 
the German schools would like to see the 
adoption of American ways by their native 
institutions.

NEWSPRINT STARVATION 


The British, while short of newsprint, are long 


on Idle facilities to manufacture newsprint. These 
facilities are not being used because the British 
do not chose to expend their dollar* to import wood 
pulp. Thai Is their choice and has nothing to do 
with us, except as they use American dollars, ob- 
tained through ERP 
(now called ECA) which 


means that the American taxpayer provides the 
British with the wherewithal to purchase news- 
print in competition with American newspapers 
which do not receive money from their own govern- 
ment as a gift but have to earn it, 
Arthur Sulzbcrger, publisher of "The New York 


Times," had this to »ay on the subject: 
'In my Judgment, a loss of freedom in Britain 


would all too quickly be reflected here by com- 
parable curtailment olf liberty. We will stand or 
rail together, and of course, it's 'stand' that we in- 
tend to do. 
"To assist in that, purpose, if the British Gov- 


ernment will allocate the dollars and the supply 
of newsprint remains short, we on 'The New York 
Times' arc prepared to give up a percentage of our 
row material for British use If other American 
publishers will do the same." 


Cranston Williams of the American Newspaper 


Publishers Association replied to Mr, Sulzbcrgcr's 
proposal ns follows: 
''Whenever the British Government wants to 


authorize use of dollars required by Cannda and 
Newfoundland It is my understanding that news- 
print for Britain is available upon receipt of that 
hard money to c:nrc for contracts already, existing. 
"Further, when the British Government sees 


fit to authorize use of hard money there Is pulpwood 
in Newfoundland available for manufacturing news- 
print in Britain." 
Mr. Sulzbergcr was undoubtedly responsive to 


some of the British criticism of the huge daily and 
Sunday editions of "The New York Times" while 
Ihcy suffer from newsprint starvation. The fact is 
thut the British press docs not need to suffer this 
starvation If their socialist government will permit 
them to buy what they wish. The reason that Mr. 
Sulzbcrger's proposal was not accepted enthusiasti- 
cally In London Is obvious: the British would still 
have to purchase the relinquished newsprint. They 
are willing to take from ERP or ECA, but they arc 
unwilling to pny in U.S. or Canadian dollars. The 
American publisher docs not want his taxes to 
compete agulnst him in the purchase of Canadian 
newsprint which is already nt a fabulous price, 


In 1941, "The.1 New York Times" consumed ap- 


proximately 90,000 tons of newsprint. It Is esti- 
mated that this year they will use about 144,000 
tons, a rise of about 60 percent. The average rise 
for nil American newspapers is about ?9 percent. 
Maybe the 'British publishers find these figures 
hard to take In view of their own' shortages, but 
our newspapers pay their own way and so ought 
the British newspapers, AH this talk about main- 
taining freedom of the press by a handout of news- 
print is unsound, because no handout over won free- 
dom for anybody. 
Mr. Sulzberger's proposal is 


charitable but It will not solve Great Britain's 
newsprint problem any more than the original 
British loan solved her problem of productivity. So- 
cialism needs to re-learn the lesson that the pros- 
perity of a nation depends upon Its ability to pro- 
flucc goods imd services, not upon Its propnganclis- 
tlc nblUty to create an attitude favorable to grant- 
ing loans, 
Freedom of the press has existed only in coun- 
tries where the press has been entirely self-sup- 
porting. It has not existed In countries where the 
government owned or subsidized the press or where 
Its publishers were dependent upon subsidies from 
political parties. As a matter of fact, as long as the 
British press Is dependent upon Its own govern- 
ment or ours for Its newsprint, it will not be free. 
Even British newspapers which own their own 
forests or mills In Canada may not use them to 
provide British newspapers because of the policy 
of their government to restrict their' operations. 


Mr. Sulxbcrger seems to hold somewhat to this 


view, for he added: 
". . . I f there is blame, let it rest squarely on 


government which docs not seem to rccogni/e the 
full importance of information, or, as some sug- 
Ki'Dl, is prono to look the other way because loo fre- 
r|iiently It dlslil<ps the news that Is published."

During the flue epidemic of 1918-19, newspaper 


and magazine articles pointed out that it was the 
strong, vigorous man and woman that wns struck 
down hardest and that the comparatively weak 
came through without developing pneumonia or fa- 
tal heart disease, 


As a matter of fact, the reason so many of the 


strong, vigorous men and women passed away was 
just because they were strong and refused to go to 
bed when the attack occurred. By remaining on 
their feet and moving• around, they were calling 
upon the heart to do from three to five times as 
•much work as if they were lying in bed, It was only 
a matter of two or three days before they had to 
go to bed ns the flu infection often developed into 
pneumonia or hronchn-pneumoniu, by which time 
their tired hoart had no "reserve" loft tun) they 
tiled.. 


On the other hand Die less strong individual, 


because he was not strong had to go to bod im- 
mediately he was attacked by the flu. By being oft 
his feet, and thus not using up his heart reserve he 
was able to right off the complications pneumonia 
and bronchopnoumonia. 


In thp "New England Journal of Medicine," Dr. 


G. F, Wllkln.s, In discussing control of respiratory 
disease In industry, thinks that the time-honored 
advice given to u patient with an infection of nose, 
throat and chest to "go to bed for twenty-four or 
forty-eight hours" is undoubtedly of merit. One of 
the benefits of going to bed is that it servos to iso- 
late the patient, and thus prevent spread by contact. 


Remember, then, that getting off your feet when 


attacked by a simple ailment like the common colrl, 
may save not only your life but. the lives of others.

Machines 


For the first time since the re- 


cent war, George G. Bates of Huc- 
ley expects to be able to obtam 
enough materials to enable him 
to fill all orders for the Bates 
fruit sizer, cleaner and polisher 
during the next year, he an- 
nounced Friday. 
f 


Demand for this fruit grading 


and polishing machine, which he 
invented about 15 years ago, has 
always exceeded the supply since 
the machine "pays for itself" in 
greater profits on more attractive 
fruit by cutting in half the pack- 
ing costs, Bates said. 


This fall, however, he plans to 


get. adequate materials and to con- 
tract with Kingston firms for the 
actual construction of the units, 
thus increasing production. At the 
present time about 125 of the 
units are in use, he said. 


Greatest savings through the 
use of this polisher have been 
made by those fruit growers who 
experience a large 
number of 


windfalls, Bates said. 
This fruit, 


which is picked off the ground in 
a dirty condition, can be run 
through the polisher, cleaned of 
all dirt, packed according to size 
and will in many instances com- 
mand a price equal to that of hand 
picked fruit, fie pointed out. 


Bates said he recently received 


an order for two additional units 
from .1. A. Wellwood of Spring- 
field, Vt, who already has one 
unit in use. Wellwood wrote that 
he estimated he received 30 cents 
extra per bushel of windfalls be- 
cause of the use of this machine, 
Bales said. 


The Bates fruit sizer, cleaner 


and polisher operates on a quarter 
horsepower 
electric 
motor 
and 


cleans, polishes the fruit and sep- 
arates it according to size. It is 
completely 
padded 
to 
prevent 
bruising of the fruit. It has been 
used successfully on apples, pears, 
peaches, plums and other fruit 
grown in this area, Bates said.

plan may exclude any immediate 
appeal for a U.N. judgment on 
the Berlin deadlock if Russia re- 
plies unsatisfactorily to the three, 
powers' notes sent to the Kremlin 
this week. 


Marshall and British Foreign
